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PROSPECT ON MAIN (JUNE 2024) 


Prospect on Main was an applied ethnographic and archival field school 
project conducted in June 2024 in partnership with a local business 
leader. Our collaborator was interested in cataloguing, restoring, and 
archiving material artifacts spanning almost 100 years from a building 
originally owned by our community partner's family. More than 300 items 
were catalogued and archived by over a dozen undergraduate and 
graduate students. This project brought together material culture, 
museum and curatorial practices, and critical race theory to offer a 
comprehensive and insightful exploration of Hattiesburg's history. 


BORROWER’S STORIES: ALTERNATIVE HOME FINANCING 
(JAN.-DEC. 2023) 


As part of the Pew Charitable Trust’s Housing Policy Initiative, 
“Borrower's Stories” was an ethnographic and qualitative storytelling 
project whose objective was to share the stories of 10 homeowners 
across the US who used alternative home financing to purchase their 
current homes. As the initial director for this collaborative project, my 
responsibilities included designing the participant screening 
questionnaire and semi-structured interview tool, creating and 
distributing recruitment materials, and fostering relationships between 
Pew and affordable housing advocates in different geographic and 
demographic contexts. 


DIABETES NAVIGATOR GRANT (OCT. 2020-May 2021) 


In partnership with the Coastal Family Health Center (CFHC) in Biloxi, 
Mississippi, this service-learning project included students in an online 
section of Applied Anthropology and two MA/MPH students conducting 
post-project internships with CFHC. The goal of this collaboration was to 
deliver a rapid ethnographic assessment (REA) to support CFHC’s 
Diabetes Navigator Grant, which aimed to improve outcomes for 
patients diagnosed with Type-2 diabetes and at least one co-morbidity. 
This assessment included: quantitative client surveys, semi-structured 
interviews with patients, and research on the social determinants of 
health. A final report was issued to CFHC in August 2021.
